Emergency Relief Grants 


J^arm Adviser’s Appeal; 


Help Is Rushed 


A rt Dieball 
Served Village 
For Many Years 


Quick emergency distribution of 
free seeds to practically destitute 
farmers in the devastated areas of 
Cook and DuPage counties has been 
procured by the Cook County Farm 
Adviser, O. G. 
Barrett, 
and his 
helpers. A $15,000 appropriation 
was made by the Illinois Em erg­ 
ency Relief Commission (Federal). 
Dispensing of tke 
seeds started 
W ednesday morning, and is com­ 
pleted. 
Following announcement in the 
Paddock papers that the farm ad­ 
viser was working to procure relief 
including 
seed 
distribution, 
and 
further announcements 
by radio 
and otherwise, the Farm Bureau 
cilices were crowded Tuesday by 
farmers, in some cases accompan­ 
ied by their wives, who made out 
their applications for seed to re­ 
plant their devastated fields and 
truck gardens. 
The Gardeners’ Supply, Inc., a 
subsidiary of the Farm Bureau, Mr. 
‘Joseph Zikmund, manager, handled 
the order for all the truck garden 
seeds, and the seeds them selves, 
seven tons of them, purchased for 
$2,100. 
They scoured the country 
for available and proper seeds they 
could get quickly, as the time for 
planting catch crops is short. 
The seeds were trucked in and 
stacked in the warehouses in Ar­ 
lington Heights and Blue Island on 
Tuesday; and Wednesday, a steady 
stream of farmers came to take 
them away. 
An auditor from the 
Emergency 
Relief, 
Mr. 
George 
Todd, was there to assist in check­ 
ing seeds in and out, making rec­ 
ords and taking the signatures of 
the farmers who took seeds. 
Some 32 tons of field seeds were 
brought over to Arlington Heights 
from 
Elgin, 
although 
most 
of 
these 
were 
dispensed 
by 
the 
Relief 
commission 
from 
C. 
V. 
Wilbern 
Seed company, 202 N. 
Grove street, in that city. Mr. Zik­ 
mund, Mr. Todd, Mr. Barrett and 
others worked well through the 
night attending to details to enable 
the farmers to have their seeds as 
« 


rly as possible. Mr. Zikmund and 
ank Ballard of the Gardener’s 
Supply did most of the dispensing 
at the Arlington 
Heights 
ware­ 
house, while Mr. Barrett was called 
upon 
to 
supervise 
here, 
there, 
and everywhere; Mr. John Say­ 
ers “held the fort” at the store, 
and M isses Elma Towne and Clara 
Moede at the office. 
Mr. 
Julius 
Flentie, village president in Arling­ 
ton H eights, helped Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
At Elgin hundreds of 
farmers were gathered to take out 
their field seeds. 
Garden seeds distributed includ­ 
ed beans, carrots, spinach, 
beets 
turnips and sweet corn. Field seeds 
included soy beans, millet, Sudan, 
corn and buckwheat. 
Some rather sad faces were seen 
Wednesday, as farmers who had 
not heard of the 
distribution in 
time, came in to 
see what they 
could do. 
They were told with re­ 
gret that the seeds, had practic­ 
ally all been signed up for, and 
that no more could be 
done for 
them in this respect, since the ap­ 
propriation was exhausted. 
It was 
felt that haste was necessary on 
account of the lateness of the plant­ 
ing season. 
At the very best, the project has 
been handled in a “disorganized” 
fashion, as Mr. Barrett expressed 
it. 
Nothing of the like has ever 
been carried out in this locality, for 
no such necessity has arisen be­ 
fore. 
Being “disorganized,” 
and 
realizing that every minute must 
be saved, for it was already late to 
plant anything, the whole thing 
was rushed. Those in charge work­ 
ed night and day, as could be im ­ 
agined. 
It was only last Saturday 
morning that it was 
determined 
that the $15,000 for purchase of 
seeds would he available. 
To pur­ 
chase such amount, and make dis­ 
tribution equitably to the several 
counties, townships, and individ­ 
uals within the townships, was no 
small task. 
Without doubt, there were many 
farmers within the territory af­ 
fected that were not informed, pos­ 
sibly not having radios; 
and in 
spite of the fact that Farm Bu­ 
reau directors of the several town­ 
ships did the Paul Revere stunt on 
^ fan d ay night, notifying the farm- 
as best they could. 
I he main seed order was handled 
by “Hank” Lloyd, assistant state 
director of Agriculture; the farm 
bureaus of the several counties co­ 
operating.

A public hearing on the Arling­ 
ton Heights High School budget for 
1933-34 will be held Tuesday even­ 
ing, July 25, 
at the high school 
building. 
This action is in accordance with 
a law passed in 1929 and amended 
at a special session of the legisla­ 
ture in 1930, requiring all school 
boards, high school or elementary 
school, to hold public hearings on 
their budgets; according to infor­ 
mation 
furnished 
this 
paper by 
Mr. Theodore Militzer, president 
of the high school board. 
Inquiry 
elsewhere indicates, however, that 
such action by school boards has 
not become general in this vicinity. 
The law provides further, that no 
item in the budget can be changed 
sooner than-six months after being 
adopted, and then only by two- 
thirds vote of the board. 
The tentative budget drawn up 
by the board and published in this 
paper with the official notice of the 
coming 
hearing, 
totals 
$70,000. 
This is $10,000 less than the 1932 
budget originally was, but it, too, 
is being changed down to $70,000, 
or a 12 Vi per cent cut. 
The 1930 budget totaled $90,000, 
so that the cutting down to $70,000 
for the two years, 1932-33, and 
1933-34 eases the tax burden con­ 
siderably.

Principal Cuts Are In 
Street Lighting, Sew­ 
age Treatm’t. Costs 


The annual appropriation ordin­ 
ance for Arlington Heights for the 
fiscal year May I, 1933 to Aoril 30, 
1934, wras -passed at a special meet- j 
ing of the Village board last Mon- j 
day night, as it appears separately 
in this issue. 
The sharpest cut since last year I 
is $4,000 for street lighting, due I 
largely to the studied elimination 
of mary unnecessary lights. 
The I 
$13,000 of last year is cut to $9,000 
this year. 
The next big cut is in the salar­ 
ies, labor and other costs of oper­ 
ation of 
the 
sewage 
treatment 
plant, winch w’as set at $7,000 last 
year and $5,250 this year, differ­ 
ence of $1,750. 
Salaries of police 
officers are to be $600 less, police 
supplies and equipment $720 less; 
supplies and equipment of the fire 
department $100 less; salary of the 
superintendent of the health de­ 
partment cut from $450 to $150. 
$1,000 for correcting dead ends 
of wrater mains, and sewers, w’ere 
appropriated last year, and this 
year another $1,000 for extension 
cf mains is appropriated. 
Other 
items are for retirement, principal 
and interest on w’ater works and 
fire station bonds; and public bene­ 
fits assessed against the village in 
the matter of special assessments 
and ornamental street lighting in 
the business district.

says. 
Adverse climatic conditions 
may shorten their stay. 
For Bugs On Sweet Corn 
This is the first brood, which will 
soon be getting 
their wings and 
flying to the corn fields. They may 
soon be damaging 
late 
planted 
sw’eet com. 
For field conditions, 
methods cf poisoning the bugs are 
too expensive, but for garden sweet 
corn affected by the bugs, Mr. 
Compton recommends nicotine sul­ 
phate (Black Leaf 40), and laund­ 
ry soap, I fluid ounce of the nico­ 
tine sulphate and 1% ounces 
of 
soap to 1*2 gallons of w’ater. 
A 
cubic inch of soap is approximately 
an ounce. Laundry soap is used.

U seless Tax Sales 
Attorney Wentworth pointed out 
some time ago that the supreme 
court has held that the law does 
not require the doing of a useless 
thing. 
“What is more useless,” he asks, 
“than to report property delinquent 
with the knowledge that no one 
will bid or it. and then withdraw 
it from collection or permit it to 
be forfeited? 
Under present con­ 
ditions such a procedure is a fail­ 
ure. 
It does not accomplish the 
desired result of forcing payment. 
The law* should compel a buyer to 
designate, in advance, what prop­ 
erty he will bid on, and that prop­ 
erty alone, be reported for sale. 
The special assessm ent 
tax con­ 
tinues to draw interest until paid. 
The idle gesture of merely offering 
for sale with no possible buyers is 
of no benefit to any of the parties 
in interest, and by reporting prop­ 
erty delinquent, advertising it for 
sale, then withdrawing it from col­ 
lection makes the ow*ner subject to 
unnecessary 
additional 
penalties 
which do not in any way help pay 
the outstanding bonds. * It merely 
makes it harder for property own­ 
ers ultimately to pay. Under pres­ 
ent conditions with no buyers it is 
no crime to fail to report proper­ 
ties delinquent and save the tax­ 
payers the penalty that follows a 
delinquent report. 
For Preventing Litigation 
“Under present conditions the 
law requiring the reporting of de­ 
linquent property could w’ell be con­ 
sidered as advisory, and action 
thereon omitted rather than to be 
considered mandatory and therefore 
followed; but why not 
have our 
legislature specifically say so, in­ 
stead of making it a 
matter of 
possible expensive litigation in re­ 
lation 
to 
the 
several 
specific 
amounts involved. 
In many cases 
it might save hut a small amount 
but every little bit 
helps under 
present conditions. 
Would Devise Better Use for 
Penalty Funds 
“It should be possible at a con­ 
ference of skilled representatives 
of the several respective taxpaying 
and tax 
distributing 
groups to 
work out a plan whereby instead 
of the penalties going into a gener­ 
al fund, that is of no benefit to 
bond holders with 
interest 
and 
principal past due, that a sinking 
fund could be created into w’hich all 
such 
penalties 
should 
go. 
Such 
sinking funds could be used as a 
basis for the underwriting of de­ 
linquent bonds, or at least to ad­ 
vance the interest thereon during 
the period of 
delinquency. 
This 
w’ould prevent the use of the penal­ 
ty fund for purposes other than 
to stabilize special assessment ob­ 
ligations.”

RING’S FISHLINE 
OBSERVES 


. That the Wisconsin Conserva­ 
tion Depaitment tagged an eleven 
inch lake trout in June, 1931 and 
when the same fish was taken in 
January, 1933, it measured 1942 
inches and weighed three pounds. 
Who says fish don’t grow fast ? The 
3tate ol Kentucky has planted over 
a million fish in the past six 
months. Those fellows who are al­ 
ways telling us th at this or that 
lake is “fished out” are all wet. 
Take Lake Zurich for instance, 
some very fine records have been 
hung up at this lake since the sea­ 
son opened and the boys haven’t 
finished taking them yet. 
If the 
following simple rules are observ­ 
ed, your “luck” will undoubtedly 
improve very greatly. 
rirst locate the minnows, for 
where the little fellows hang out 
you may be sure there are some 
big fellows nearby in some weed- 
bed laying in wait for their legiti­ 
mate prey. 
Second, fish 
all the 
channels you can find in the weed 
beds, they can always be counted 
on to produce something. 
Third, 
locate all sunken logs and other 
large obstructions on the bed of the 
lake and I’ll gamble on the product­ 
iveness of these 
spots. 
Fourth, 
cast your fly or plug just outside 
of any tall weeds that may line the 
shoie and Mr. Bass or pickerel may 
mistake your lure for a misguided 
minnow. 
Fifth, always watch for 
all drop-offs as these are among 
the most likely places, 
fish from 
deep water, place your lure in the 
shallows and draw* it slowly over 
the drop-offs into deep w ater and 
watch results. 
Sixth, for mid-day 
or real hot weather fishing, if you 
can locate the bed of a good spring 
in the lake you may be sure you 
can just drop anchor and park for 
the rest of the day as the fish will 
congregate in the cool spring water. 
Seventh, diving boards, boats, 
piers, posts and waterwheels make 
good hiding places for the big ones 
providing these places 
have not 
been disturbed for a few hours. 
Try these suggestions and let me 
know what luck you have
